Lansing, Michigan, July 16, 1913. 

The Board of State Auditors convened at the Capitol at 9 o'clock a. m. 

Present: Frederick C. Martindale, Secretary of State, 
John W. Haarar, State Treasurer, 
Augustus C. Carton, Commissioner of the State Land Office. 

Minutes of previous meeting were read and approved. 

Report was made of allowances of meetings June 4, 11 and 25, 1913: amount 
claimed, $65,579.80; amount allowed, $65,541.80; amount disallowed, $38.00. 

Report of postage allowances for the quarter ending June 30, 1913, was pre- 
sented and forwarded to the Governor as required by law. The total allowance 
for postage for said quarter amounted ta $8,025.12. 

The Board considered claims which had been presented for allowance. 

On motion recess was taken to 1 o'clock p. m. 

1 o'clock p. m. 

The Boftrd reconvened. 

Present: Mr. Martindale, 
Mr. Haarer, 
Mr. Carton. 

The Board continued the examination of claims which had been presented for 
allowance. 

The Board of State Tax Commissioners met with the Board of State Auditors 
and stated that they had rearranged and classified the employes under the Board 
of State Tax Commissioners, and filed with the Board of State Auditors a pro- 
posed pay roll showing the names of the present force together with a statement 
of the grade or occupation of each, and the amount of salary now being drawn, 
and the amount of salary each would draw under the new arrangement, and 
asked the approval of the Board of State Auditors to the same. On motion the 
Board of State Auditors approved of the action of the Board of State Tax Com- 
missioners, — said approval applying only to the pay roll as presented, — and com- 
munication was placed on file. 

A communication was received from Grant Fellows, Attorney General, request- 
ing that C. A. Parker be continued in the employ of the State as expert account- 
ant at a salary of $3,200.00 per year and necessary expenses while away from 
home. On motion the request was granted and communication was placed on file. 
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4 ANNUAL REPORT. 

On motion recess was taken to July 17, 1913, at 8 o'clock a. m. 

July 17, 1913, at 8 o'clock a. m. the Board reconvened. 

Present: Mr. Martindale,

A communication was received from Chas. H. Davis stating that Lansing was 
to have a home coming week September 1 to 6, 1913, inclusive, and requesting 
that the Board grant the Lansing Chamber of Commerce the privilege of erecting 
a tent about 80x130 feet on the Capitol lawn to be us€d as a reception place for 
the out-of-town guests. On motion the Board refused to grant such request. 
Communication was ordered filed. 

A communication was received from R. L. Dixon, secretary of the Commission 
to Investigate the Extent of Feeblemindedness, Epilepsy, Insanity and other Con- 
ditions of Mental Defectiveness, stating that the Commission had appointed Miss 
Adele McKinnie as chief field worker at a salary of $100.00 per month and neces- 
sary traveling expenses, during the life of the Commission, or until such time 
as her services can be dispensed with; Miss Pauline Buck as special investigator 
in relation to the juvenile reform schools at Adrian and Lansing for the term of 
three months, at the rate of $50.00 per month and necessary traveling expenses; 
Miss Sarah McKay as field worker at a salary of $75.00 per month and traveling 
expenses during the life of the Commission, or until such time as her services 
can be dispensed with ; Miss Annette Markham as stenographer of the Commis- 
sion at a salary of $50.00 per month and necessary traveling expenses if required 
to work outside of the office of the Commission, her appointment to last during 
the life of the Commission, or until in the judgment of the Commission her ser- 
vices can be dispensed with; said appointments to take effect July 1, 1913, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of State Auditors, and requesting the approval 
of the Board of State Auditors to the same. On motion the Board approved the 
salaries as recommended by the Commission, and communication was placed on 
file. 

A communication was received from R. C. Allen, director of the Geological 
Survey, requesting the allowance of claim for expenses of himself in attending 
the 12th International Geological Congress to be held in Toronto, Can., August 7 
to 12, 1913. On motion the request was granted and the communication was 
ordered filed. 

A communication was received from John T. Winship, Commissioner of Insur- 
ance, requesting the allowance of claims for expenses of hibaself and Deputy Orr 
in attending the annual meeting of the National Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners to be held in Burlington, Vt., July 28 to August 1, 1913, and on motion 
request was granted and communication was placed on file. 

On motion the Board directed that the communication received from G. W. 
Dickinson, superintendent and manager of State Fair, and presented to the 
Board of State Auditors for their consideration at their meeting on June 11, 1913, 
requesting the Board to authorize the expenditure of from $1,000.00 to $2,000.00 
for the purpose of putting on a fish exhibit by the Michigan Fish Commission at 
the State Fair for 1913, be referred to the Attorney General with a request for 
his written opinion as to whether or not the Board of State Auditors had author- 
ity to authorize such expenditure. 

A communication was received from F. B. McKibbin, president State League 
Building and Loan Associations, requesting the use of Senate Chamber for a 
two days' meeting of the Michigan League Local Building and Loan Associations 
to be held during the second week of September, 1913, the exact days of which 
would be furnished later. On motion the request was granted and communica- 
tion was ordered filed. 

Claim No. 91, Bion Whelan, $29.73, for services and expenses as medical in- 
spector under instructions from State Board of Health, was presented to the 
Board of State Auditors for their consideration. Because of the fact that Dr. 
Whelan is a member of the Legislature, the Board directed that the claim be 
referred to the Attorney General with a request for his written opinion as to 
whether or not the claim was a valid one against the State. 
On motion recess was taken to 1 o'clock p. m. 
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1 o'clock p. m. 

The Board reconvened.

A communication was received from L. L. Wright, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, requesting the allowance of claim of G. S. Lasher in attending the 
Congress on Hygiene at Buffalo, August 25 to 30, 1913. On motion the request 
was granted and communication was placed on file. 

A communication was received from F. W. Corbett requesting the use of the 
south portion of State block No. 79, city of Lansing, for the purpose of holding 
a Chautauqua during the week of July 28 to August 3, 1913. On motion the re- 
quest was granted and communication was ordered filed. 

A communication was received from Caroline P. Campbell, chairman of com- 
mittee Sophie de Marsac Campau Chapter, D. A. R., requesting that the first con- 
stitution of the State of Michigan be sent to the manuscript experts at the Library 
of Congress, Washington, D. C, that the same might be repaired and preserved 
for the benefit of future generations. On motion the Board referred the matter 
to Hon. Frederick C. Martindale, Secretary of State, and authorized the repair of 
the same. 

A communication was received from John F. Widoe, together with claim of 
Ira Puffer (Pieffer) for State bounty of $100.00. On motion the Board directed 
that said claim and communication be referred to the Attorney General with a re- 
quest for his written opinion as to whether or not said claim was a valid one 
against the State. 

Claim of James C. Van Liew, $150.00, for State bounty, together with the aflSda- 
vit of James C. Van Liew in support of the same setting up the fact that he had 
never drawn the State bounty for which the present claim is made, nor author- 
ized anyone else so to do, and that if the same has been paid by the State of 
Michigan, as claimed by the Adjutant General's Department, that such payment 
was fraudulent and unauthorized, was presented to the Board of State Auditors 
for their consideration. A communication was also received from R. C. Vander- 
cook. Adjutant General, informing the Board that the records in the Adjutant 
General's oflSce show that Mr. Van Liew assigned his right in the $150.00 State 
bounty due him to Chas. Cadman, and that the voucher is signed (by mark) by 
Mr. Van Liew, and has two witnesses' signatures, and that it is also signed by the 
Quartermaster General, and also that his affidavit is on record stating that the 
claimant was a resident of Wisconsin, and that the claimant, Mr. Van Liew, 
states that these papers are forgeries. On motion the Board directed that the 
matter in question be referred to the Attorney General with a request that he 
investigate the matter and represent the State at the hearing of said claim. The 
Board also directed that Mr. Van Liew's attorneys be notified that he could be 
heard in connection with the matter at the next meeting of this Board. 

An analysis of disbursements of the Kalamazoo State Hospital covering period 
of July 1, 1912, to June 30, 1913, was received. After examining the same, the 
Board directed that the analysis be placed on file. 
On motion the Board adjourned.

Report of State Oil Inspector for quarter ending June 30, 1913, together with 
reports of deputy oil inspectors for the months of April, May and June, 1913, was 
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approved and ordered filed. The amount due the State for the quarter as shown 
by the State Oil Inspectors's report was $4,042.96. 

The Board considered claims which had been presented for allowance. 

Opinion of the Attorney General relative to claim No. 677, Bion Whelan, for 
services and expenses as. medical inspector under instructicHis from State Board 
of Health, which said claim had been previously referred to the Attorney General 
with a request for his written opinion as to whether or not the said claim was a 
valid one against the State, was received. The opinion of the Attorney General 
stated in substance that the claim was not a valid claim against the State of 
Michigan for the reason that the said claimant at the time such services were 
rendered, was, and still is, a member of the State Legislature. Thereupon, the 
Board disallowed the said claim, and the opinion of the Attorney General was 
placed on file. 

A communication was received from R. L. Dixon, secretary State Board of 
Health, stating that the law creating an engineering division of the State Board 
of Health would become operative August 14, 1913, and that it would necessitate 
more room for the Department, and requesting the Board of State Auditors to 
.authorize the Superintendent of the Capitol to secure suitable quarters. On motion 
the Board directed that Dr. Dixon be requested to select suitable quarters and to 
report to this Board the price at which the same could be secured. 

Opinion of the Attorney General relative to the authority of the Board to ap- 
propriate $1,000.00 or $2,000.00 for the purpose of putting on a fish exhibit by 
the Michigan Fish Commission at the Michigan State Fair for 1913, which said 
opinion had been requested by the Board of State Auditors, was received. The 
opinion of the Attorney General was to the effect that the Board of State Audi- 
tors did not have authority to appropriate the money for the said purpose. 
Opinion of the Attorney General was placed on file. 

On motion recess was taken to 1 o'clock p. m.

Application in writing was received from the Michigan Historical Commission re- 
questing the appointment of Corliss Foster as janitor for the Department. On 
motion the request was granted, and communication was placed on file. The 
Board directed that Chas. S. Pierce, Superintendent of the Capitol, be notified of 
such appointment. 

Opinion of the Attorney General relative to the claim of Ira PiefCer for bounty 
of $100.00, which opinion had been requested at the last meeting of this board, 
was received and placed on file. 

The Michigan Railroad Commission met with the Board of State Auditors and 
requested that they be allowed to rent two additional rooms in the Oakland build- 
ing, Lansing, and that the same be equipped with proper telephone extensions. 
On motion the request was granted and the Board directed that the Superintend- 
ent of the Capitol be notified of their action. 

On motion the Board adjourned to August 13, 1913 at 9 o'clock a. m.

State Auditors purchase a Wales machine. On motion the Board directed that 
an order be written for such adding machine. Communication was placed on file. 

Lease of rooms No. 310 and 312 in the building known as the Prudden Block in 
the city of Lansing, for use by the State Board of Health, for the term of one 
year from and after the 15th day of August, 1913, at a rental of $450 per annum, 
was signed in duplicate. One copy was ordered filed and the other sent to W. K. 
Prudden, lessor. 

A commimication was received from the Independence Inspection Bureau of 
Chicago, 111., offering to make inspection of Capitol Building and Old State Block 
with a view to fire prevention and fire protection for a sum not to exceed $225.00, 
and requesting the Board of State Auditors to authorize such inspection. On 
motion the Board authorized such inspection and communication was ordered 
filed. 

On motion the Board adjourned to August 21, 1913, at 1 o'clock p. m.

A communication was received from H. H. Halladay, president Live Stock Sani- 
tary Commission, requesting the Board of State Auditors to lease for that de- 
partment a suitable office in Lansing for use by the State Veterinarian, and also 
requesting the Board to authorize the employment Of an office clerk for the State 
Veterinarian, and stating that satisfactory rooms could be had in the Prudden 
block. On motion the Board authorized the employment of a clerk, the same 
to be subject to the graded salary act, and signed in duplicate lease of rooms No. 
600, 602 and 604 in the building known as the Prudden block in the city of Lan- 
sing for the term of one year from and after the 15th day of September, 1913, 
at a rental of $300.00 per annum. 

A communication was received from D. D. Mills, requesting the use of the 
Capitol lawn for religious service under the supervision of the various church 
representatives of Lansing, to be held on the afternoon of Sunday, September 7, 
1913, in connection with the home coming celebration of Lansing. On motion the 
request was granted, and communication was placed on file. 

A communication was received from Walter G. Rogers, Major and Quarter- 
master General, inclosing claim of Henry Gable, $47.77, for repairing boilers in 
the State armory at Ibnia, and requesting to be advised if this claim could be 
taken care of by the Board of State Auditors. After considering the matter the 
Board directed that the claim be returned to.Maj. Rogers, and that he be informed 
that it was the opinion of this Board that they had no authority to audit and 
allow this claim. 

A communication was received from Peter F. Gray, city clerk of the city of 
Lansing, stating that it was the intention of the city of Lansing to build a sewer 
and drain on Knollwood, Willow, Rogers, Warner and other streets adjacent to the 
property used by the School for the Blind, and asking the Board of State Audi- 
tors to allow the city of Lansing the State's just assessment for the construction 
of this sewer and drain, the amount not to exceed the sum of $5,000.00. After due 
investigation the Board decided that the construction of such sewer and drain is 
necessary for the public health, convenience and welfare, and that such sewer and 
drain will be of benefit to the lands of the State whereon the Michigan School for 
the Blind is situate, and that in case such sewer and drain is constructed, the 
Board would authorize the just assessment for the State's share of the construc- 
tion of this sewer and drain, as provided for by Act No. 221 of the Public Acts 
of 1913, the amount of such assessment not to exceed the sum of $5,000.00. 

The communication also stated that the city of Lansing is constructing a sewer 
on Washtenaw street adjacent to the east half of Block No. 124 and entire Block 
No. 125, which said blocks are owned by the State of Michigan, and requesting the 
Board of State Auditors to authorize an assessment for the benefit of such sewer 
to said property in a sum not to exceed $250.00. On motion the Board authorized 
such assessment, the same not to exceed the sum of $250.00, and communication 
was placed on file. 

The question of heating and lighting the Capitol Building and Old State Block 
was again considered. Mr. Martindale offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the contract for furnishing electric current for the Capitol Build- 
ing and Old State Block be awarded to the Board of Water Work and Electric 
Light Commissioners of the city of Lansing in accordance with their proposal 
under date of May 14, 1913, and that the State proceed to heat the Capitol Build- 
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ing with steam to be generated in the boilers In connection with the Capitol 
Building. 

The resolution was adopted, Mr. Martindale and Mr. Carton voting therefor, 
and Mr. Haarer against the same. 

On motion recess was taken to August 28, 1913, at 9 o'clock a. m. 

August 28, 1913, at 9 o'clock a. m. the Board reconvened.

Resignation of W. R. Roberts as clerk in this department to take effect Septem- 
ber 1, 1913, and stating that it was for the purpose of accepting another position 
at an increased salary, was received. The Board accepted such resignation, and 
expressed to Mr. Roberts their appreciation of his faithful and efficient service, 
and their best wishes for his welfare. 

On motion it was ordered that the salary of Geo. H. Marshall, one of the clerks 
in the office of the Board of State Auditors be fixed at the sum of $1,200.00 per 
annum from and after September 1, 1913. 

On motion the Board adjourned to' September 10, 1913, at 9 o'clock a. m.

On motion the Board directed that the salary of Addison Childs, assistant en- 
gineer, be fixed at the sum of $1,000.00 per annum from and including September 
16, 1913, and that the Superintendent of the Capitol be notified accordingly. 

On motion the Board adjourned.

Fourth — That in consideration of the use of said Block No. 125 the said Lan- 
sing Base Ball Association will be required to remove all signs from the fence 
surrounding said Block, and place and keep the space under the grand stand in a 
clean and sanitary condition, and maintain therein suitable closets for the ac- 
commodation of patrons; and further that the said Lansing Base Ball Association 
will be required to furnish sufficient police protection to keep people out of the 
trees surrounding said Block No. 125 during the progress of the games; and, 
further, that the said Lansing Base Ball Association will be required to protect 
the sheds, trees and other State property on said Block No. 125, and that thei 
said Lansing Base Ball Association will be held liable for any damage done to 
sheds, trees or other property belonging to the State on said Block. 

Fifth — That the Lansing Base Ball Association shall on or before the first day 
of October, 1914, remove from said Block No. 125 the fence surrounding said 
Block, and the grand stand thereon, and shall leave and vacate said Block, leav- 
ing the same in a clean and sanitary condition, it being the purpose of this Board 
to improve and beautify said Blocks and maintain the same for park purposes. 

Sixth — The Board of State Auditors reserves the right to annul this grant at 
any time. 

Certificate of H. P. Orr, First Deputy Insurance Commissioner, as to the num- 
ber of days spent by the assistants and employes of that Department in the exam- 
ination of the Michigan Millers Mutual Fire Insurance Co. and the Michigan Com- 
mercial Insurance Co. was received. After due examination the Board approved 
the same as correct, and directed that the same be forwarded to the Auditor Gen- 
eral as provided for by Section 4 of Act No. 292, P. A. 1913.

Sanitary Commission, requesting that a Ford automobile be purchased for use 
by that Department in the work of erradication of hog cholera in Branch county. 
The Board expressed themselves as being opposed to the purchase of automobiles 
for temporary use by State departments, but stated that they did not wish to 
hamper the work of the Department in any way, and directed that the Depart- 
ment be informed that all reasonable and necessary charges for livery would be 
paid, and that the Department be notified to use livery when necessary, and to 
take a receipt for such livery and file the same with their expense accounts. 

On motion the Board adjourned.

Civic League of the city of Lansing, requesting the use of State Block No. 79 upon 
which to hold the 1914 Chautauqua during the week of August 2 to 8. The Board 
directed that Miss Bailey be informed that on April 16, 1913, a petition was re- 
ceived from Chas. E. Garner and one hundred other citizens of Lansing request- 
ing that privilege be granted the citizens of Lansing to beautify said Block No. 
79 in the same manner as State property lying adjacent and on the west thereof 
had already been beautified, which said petition was duly granted on said date, 
but that the Board of State Auditors had no objection to using said Block for the 
purpose of holding the 1914 Chautauqua as requested, providing there is no ob- 
jection on the part of the citizens of Lansing to whom permission had previously 
been given to beautify said Block. Communication was placed on file. 

The board of control of the Michigan Home and Training School met with the 
Board of State Auditors, and considered the rate of charges per week to be paid 
the Home and Training School for the board and treatment of patients, and 
asked that the same be fixed at fifty cents per day, and in support of such request 
filed the following communication in writing: 

**Lansing, Michigan, June 24, 1914. 
To the Board of State Auditors, 

Gentlemen — Relative to the two cents increase which we are asking in our rate 
per diem for the ensuing year, will state that the same is made up of the follow- 
ing items: 

It is our intention to build walks and roads at a cost of $500. 

Paint and renovate the chapel at $500. 

The general painting and renovating in and outside of various buildings — 
$1,250. 

Siding from the Grand Trunk Railway which is in need of repairs, and which 
the Grand Trunk engineers inform us at a low estimate will cost $1,000. This 
item is imperative and must be met. 

It is our intention to purchase necessary labor saving machinery for our en- 
gineer and roofer at a cost of $750 and $250, respectively. 

We also must meet the premium on liability and fire insurance under the new 
law, which we estimate at $600. 

We find, too, that in order to keep employes it will be necessary to raise some 
salaries. It is estimated that this salary increase will total $1,000. 

We also wish to add to our staff a psychologist at a cost of $1,200, and a eugenic 
field worker at a cost of $1,200. This $1,200 for field work is made up of $900 in 
salary and $300 in necessary traveling expenses. 

It is also our desire to add to our staff a dentist. We believe we can get a 
proper man from the University for $600. 

The total of these various items is $9,850. 

We are asking an increase of two cents per diem which on an average of 1,150 
patients, which we estimate will be our average population for the ensuing year, 
will amount to $8,395, which you will please note is $1,455 less than the added 
revenue from the increase per diem asked for.

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PUBLISHING AND SALE OF MICHIGAN SUPREME COURT REPORTS. 

Callaffhan A Co., CUcaffo, Contractors. 

For eight years from May 13, 1012. 

Articles of agreement made and entered into this fifteenth day of November, A. D. one thousand 
nine hundred and eleven, between Callaghan & Company of the City of Chicago, State of Illinois, a 
corporation organized and existing under the laws of the State of Illinois, and duly authorized to do 
business in the State of Michigan, of the first part, and the State of Michigan by its Board of State 
Auditors of the second part. 

Whereas, the party oi the first part was the lowest bidder for the publication, electrotyping, printing, 
binding and sale of the Supreme Court Reports of the Supreme Court of the State of Michigan, and the 
contract therefor has been awarded to them for the publication, electrotyping, printing, Dinding and 
sale of said Reports for a term of eight years from and after the thirteentn day of May, one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve. 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the premises, the party of the first part hereby covenants, prom- 
ises and agrees, to and with the party of the second part, to publish, electrotype, print and bind, 
and within sixty days after receiving the final manuscnpt of any volume from the reporter, place the 
said Reports on sale in the city of Detroit and city of Lansing and such other places in Michigan as 
may be directed by the judges of the Supreme Court in writing, in quantities sufficient to meet all 
demands, and shall thereafter a^ all times Keep the same on sale to citizens of this State, at the places 
aforesaid, in suitable quantities, at a price not exceeding one dollar and forty-five cents per volume. 
Each of said volumes shall contain not less than seven hundred (700) nor more than seven hundred 
and fifty (760) pages of text, exclusive of table of cases and index, to be electrotyped and printed, and 
bound in ^ood substantial manner and form, of good material for law books, and printed m not larger 
type, set m the same manner and of the same style and quality as volume thirty-eight (38) of the 
Michigan Reports in the State Library at Lansing, subject to the approval of the judges of the Supreme 
Ck>urt, or a majority of them, and such approval in wnting shall be filed with the State Librarian when 
the three hundred and fifty (350) copies of each report are delivered to the State Librarian as herein- 
after required. 

And in consideration of the premises it is further agreed, as follows: 

That the party of the first part shall take out a copyright to and in the name of the Secretary of 
State of the State of Michigan for the use and disposal of the State of Michigan, upon each volume 
published under such contract. 

That if it shall, on petition by any citizen of Michigan, be made to appear to the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, or any two of them, that the party of the first part has in any respect faUed to comply with 
the provisions of this contract, said judges may, upon hearing had in such manner as they may direct, 
declare the contract forfeited, and on such forfeiture being declared, said first party shall upon demand 
of said Board of State Auditors transfer to the Secretary of State or this State, for the use of the State, 
all the electrotyped plates of all volumes published under such contract, or in default thereof will pay 
to the Treasurer of tne State of Michigan one thousand dollars for each such volume as liquidated 
damages for a failure to make such transfer. 

That the party of the first part will, as often and as soon as any and every volume is ready for bind- 
ing, deliver to the Secretary of State at Lansing, free of all charge whatsoever, a set of electrotype 
plates thereof, boxed and in good order for printing, or in default thereof the party of the first part 
shall pay to the Treasurer of this State the like sum of one thousand dollars as liquidated damages 
for a failure to deliver the same. 

The said party of the first part further covenants and agrees that it will deliver to the State Libra- 
rian at Lansing, free of cost for publication or delivery, three hundred and fifty (360) copies of each 
volume of such Reports in good order; and that said three hundred and fifty (350) copies shall be de- 
livered to the said Librarian before any copies are offered for sale, the object of this clause being to 
secure to said Librarian the first three hundred and fifty (350) copies of each Report printed under 
this contract; and that the party of the first part will also at the same time notify the Secretary of 
State of the number of copies of that report which he has printed; and said Librarian shall dispose 
of said three hundred and fifty (350) copies by distributing them as required by law, and for exchanges, 
and in such other way for the benefit oi the State Library as the Librarian shall decide. 

That after the stock of any volumes, the electrotype plates of which are owned by the State, shall 
have become exhausted, the said party of the first part shall have the right to print from the electro- 
type plates of all such volumes and shall print from them, and shall sell auctt Reports to the citizens 
of this State at a price not exceeding ninety cents per volume, and such Reports so printed from plates 
shall be marked on the title page thereof "Second Edition." 

The original electrotype plates shall be at all times the property of the State of Michigan, and shall 
be kept in the possession of the Secretary of State, in the capitol at Lansing, subject to the right of 
the said party of the first part to use the same, during the term of such contract or until the same shall 
be declared forfeited as provided by Act 168, S. L. 1879, by complying with the following conditions; 
When the said party of the first part desires to make a reprint of any Report, the said party of the 
first part hereby covenants and agrees to certify to the Secretary of State the number of volumes here- 
tofore printed of that Report and the number sold, and shall also state the number of volumes of such 
Report it desires to print, and if said former edition is exhausted, and in no other case, the Secretarr 
of State shall deliver to said contractor the plates of the Reports so requested, and said party of the 
first part shall print no more copies of such reprint than stated in his certificate to the Secretary of 
State: and in all other cases the said plates and all of them shall remain in the possession of the Secre- 
tary of State in the capitol at tensing. 
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And the said party of the first part further covenants and agrees that it will print on the title page 
of each volume of the first edition of each Report the words "First Edition," and in the edition or 
editions printed from plates so as above secured from the Secretary of State, they will print on the 
title page of each volume thereof the words "Second Edition," and in like manner with each sub- 
sequent edition: and that on the back of each copy they will place the words "Michigan Reports," 
number of volume, "Vol. — ." "1 — to 1 — ," and name of Reporter. 

And the said party of the first part further covenants and agrees to sell such Reports printed from 
plates so as above secured from the Secretary of State at a price not exceeding ninety cents per volume, 
this price to apply only to reprints of volumes published under and during the life of this contract. 

And the said party of the first part further covenants, promises and agrees that it will supply the 
State of Michigan for State use only and not for sale or exchange, copies of the first twenty-siK (26) 
volumes of said Supreme Court Reports, which are annotated and copyrighted by party ox the first 
part, either singly or in sets, at ninety cents per volume.
